Paine, of 
the Postal T elegra p h C o ., says that 
his com pan y is about to expend 
over $175,000 in im provem ent to 
lines out of K ansas C ity , says the 
Kansas C it y Journal. 
E ntire new 
lines are to be built from K ansas 
C it y to St. Louis and from K ansas 
C it y to O m aha. 
Both lines w ill 
be built w ith the largest and heav­ 
iest Doles ever used in this section, 
and all copper wires w ill be used,

much 
better line

T he following case has just been 
"deciâed by the court of appeals in 
Colorado :

Ther e w^as no one to meet these 
fever -str icken men when the tr ain 
ar r ived in St. Louis, and they wer e 
obliged to assist their own sick 
fr om the car s and make such pr o­ 
vision in the w'ay of r ough beds on 
the platfor m as their limited equip­ 
ment per mitted, so that the sick 
might rest with some comfor t.

was a sight that will never be for ­ 
gotten by those who saw it. 
A tr ain of nine tour ist sleepers, 
after two* days’ r un fr om Chicka­ 
mauga, via Cincinnati, backed in at 
5 o ’clock.

The whole stor y is too horrible 
to talk about, and there can be no 
possible excuse offered. 
I cannot 
under take to say what individual 
author ity is responsible, but the 
facts themselves are monstrous, and 
whether the fault lies with officers 
in the field, those in the depar t­ 
ment or the secretary' of war him­ 
self, 
the 
responsibility'

be 
fixed 
and
